on exhibition. This parable lifts the 
conception of the kingdom and places 
it on a high plane. It is much more 
than paying rent to a king; it is feast- 
ing at the King's table on fat things 
which He has prepared with great ex- 
pense to Himself. 


I. The King's Feast Despised (vv. 


1-7). 


The previous parable exhibits the. 


attitude of the Jewish people toward 
the king up to the crucifixion of 
Christ. 
This one carries us beyond 


the cross, even through the present 
age of the Gentiles. 
The marriage 


feast which the king made for his son 
and to which he invited guests repre- 
sents the gracious offer of God to give 
joy end blessing to certain of His 
creatures. This feast has been made 
in honor of his Son and is an exceed- 
ing rich one.

SNELL BILL 


Harrisburg, Pa.. Feb. 1—Gifford 


Pinchot, 
Pennsylvania's 
chief for- 


ester, recently appeared before the 
Committee on Agriculture of House 
of Representatives at Washington in 
opposition to the 
Snell 
Bill which 


would provide for State control of 
timber cutting on privately 
owned 


timberlands. Mr. Pinchot is a strong 
advocate of 
National 
control. He 


said in part: 


"The SneJl Bill purports to be a 


bill to 
prevent the 
devastation of 


privately owned timberlands. In fact 
it is a 'bill to promote a monoply of 
lumber in the hands of a few great 
owners of 
standing timber. 
Four- 


fifths of the lumber in America is in 
private hands, and 
half of that is 


owned by 
250 holders, 
the great 


bulk of 
whose 
holdings is on the 


Pacific Coast. 


'Within 
ten 
years 
the 
great 


majority of the states, containing by- 
far t^e larger part of our angiculture 
our industries and our population, 
will have to go to the Pacific Coast 
for the supplies -of 
lumber without 


which they cannot 
-carry on their 


work. The 'Snell Bill would leave it 
to the Legislature of 
Washington, 


Oregon and 
California 
to 
decide 


whether these indispensable forests- 
and forest lands shall be devastated 
or kept at work producing the lum- 
ber the Nation • cannot get elsewhere 
and cannot do without. 


"The Legislatures of tebse States 


would properly have the interests of 
their own people first in mind. The 
jreat 
timberland 
holders of 
the 


Pacific Coast well know that nothing 
would he easier for them 
than to 


prevent the .passage of any of the 
:hree Pacific States. 


"The timber holding interests are 


today cutting their forests in what- 
ever way is most profitable to them. 
Being free from control of any kind 
:hey come forward voluntarily ask- 
ing for a cpntlrol 
that 
supposedly 


would prevent tlhem 
from continu- 


ing to do so, a control that would 
prevent them 
from running 
their 


own business in the way they find 
most profitable and satisfactory to, 
themselves. 
i 


"The railroads did not want to be 


controlled and have spent great sums 
to prevent it; the water power men 
maintained a large and costly lobby 
in Washington in an effort to escape 
control: the oil 'men -did the same, 
although upon a larger scale; the 
coal men are ' now bitterly oppos- 
ing the proposal to regulate their 
business. Now come the timfber [hold- 
ers and ask us to (believe that they 
have employed and sent to Washing- 
ton a large, expensive, and exception- 
ally intelligent lobby, supplied with 
all the means of making its work 
effective, in 
order to 'bring upon 


themselves the 
very 
thing which 


these other parallel great interests 
have spent and are still 
spending 


gtreat sums to avoid. 


"If these gentlemen really want 


what they appear to ask for, then 
they present the first example in our 
industrial history of a great special 
interest not only voluntary asking 
to be prevented from continuing to 
do the very thing that has made its 
members 
powerful 
and rich, but 


actually spending considerable sums 
of 
money in 
order to 
hiring that 


result about. 


"Among the interests -which are 


asking for the 'Snell Bill are not only 
producers 
of lumber, 
but 
also 


dealers and 
consumers. 
This is a 


temporary condition. Obviously the 
interests of dealers and consumers 
are opposed to 
those 
of the little 


group of timberland owners and pro- 
ducers. The fact is fundamental and 
will have its effect in the final line- 
nip. 


"The 
clear and 
obvious 
fact is 


that the Snell Bill is not supported 
by the timber owning interests, 'be- 
cause they want to be controlled, but 
because they 
know 
that National 


control is the only form of control 
they have no fear; 
that State con- 
trol means no control; and that so 
long as 
National 
control 
can be 


avoided, they will be safe from con- 
trol of any kind, whether the Snell 
Bill passes or whether it does not. 
Marever, they know that the passage 
of the Snell Bill would be the most 
effective step at this time possible to 
put into the hands of a little group 
of Pacific Coast lumbermen a mon- 
opolistic 
power over 
farmers, the 


wage earners, the manufacturers, the 
business men, and the rent payers 
of the whole United States, a power 
far more oppressive that that exer- 
cised by the Steel Trust, the Anthra- 
cite Trust, or tha Oil Trust, a power 
which there is no reason for giving 
and which the people of the United 
States will assuredly see that they 
do not get."
